Six o ther 
so ldiers were wo u n ded. 
Barto le Garcia Co rrea, go v ­ 
ern o r o f Y u catan , said it was 
p u rely a lo cal in ciden t an d re­ 
su lted fro m “u n in fo rm ed p er­ 
so n s” fo llo win g leadership o f a 
so -called rev o lu tio n ary defen se

Twen ty o f the reb els were 
cap tu red.
